Dickson's  Musical  Lecture. 

■  *»  >»  not  often  that  such  a  treat 

given  to  music  lovers  in  oar  town  as 
was  provided  on  Saturday  evening, 
Feb.  2?t)i,  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  H.  O 
Cord  ley,  Ridgewood  Aveuue.  The 
Ladies’  Vocal  Club  bad  secured  for  one 
of  her  popular  ieciure-recitals  Mu* 
Antonia  Dickson  of  Orange.  Miaa  Dick¬ 
son  read  a  short  preliminary  paper  upon 
“Folk  Sougsiu  Many  Lands,”  conveying 
tlu*  impression  of  thorough  knowledge 
of  tier  subject  and  sympathy  with  it. 
AtHiie  close  the  audience  had  the  feel¬ 
ing  that  site  was  possessed  of  enough 
special  information,  gained  from  travel 
and  study,  to  have  spoken  fur  houfa 
looger  upon  tlie  saute  theme.  Tlie  in- 
•tructive  explanation  of  the  differences
